I am endeavoring to publish a pamphlet on 
the money used in the State of Missouri, including a check- 
list of all the different items which I am able to locate. 

In my work up to this time I have found so many specimens 
which are not listed in any previously published numismatic 
work that I feel there is a need for the small contribution 

I will be able to make to accuracy in regard to money current 
in my state. 


I, therefore, would like very much to have a 
list of all the items from Missouri which you have in your 
collection, including state bank bills, scrip, tokens and 
other forms of money. I have already obtained such check - 
listSfrom Missouri Historical Society, Missouri State Museum, 
Chase Nationel Bank, D. C. Wismer,Julius Guttag and others, 
and with the items in my own collection and those which have 
been discussed in history, I feel that I will have a fairly 
complete list. 


I would also like to know if you have any 
duplicates of any Missouri items, as I think I could supply 
you with something you do not have in their stead. 


In my own collection I have the earliest 
money used in this State,dated 1803 and written in French, 
translated approximately as follows: "Good for one piastre, 


ura (this was the designation of the Spanish dollar) at the rate 
of two and one-half pounds of deerskin per dollar. St. Louis, 
1803". 


I appreciate very much anything you can do 
for me in this regard.

Dear Sir: 


I wish to express my appreciation for your 
efforts in gathering together the information I requested as to 
certain Missouri items and compliment you on your ability to 
make rubbings which are unusually clear. 


I have investigated to some extent the incused re- 
verse of number 4714 and am certain that the Zanone and Bacciocco 
Cards are not from St. Louis, as a preliminary check of the 
directories indicates, and because there is neither a Central 
Avenue nor a Fifth Street in this City. The incused reverse 
on the Jenkens Card seems to have been caused by the manufacturer 
using the same planchet over again. 


You stated that you had a D. Peck & Company from 
. Ironton, Missouri with a reverse@ number 420. I presume that 


you are distinguishing this coin from the same coin with reverse of 
419 as listed in Hetrich-Guttag. 


Would you be kind enough to tell me what a 

Shell Card is as I do not understand the meaning of this word 

or the use of the cards other than as souvenirs for advertising 
purposes. I am also curious to learn to what extent the Store 
Cards of the same size as the large cents circulated as money. 
The rubber cards certainly never did and the white metal cards 
probably never did. The oddly shaped cards could not have been 
intended for circulation either. Therefore, I wonder how common 
it was for a person to accept payment in Store Cards of the type 
issued as Jackson or other tokens up to 1857. 


I am enclosing a rubbing of the only token of 
the size of one cent which I have and you do not have. I am only 
sorry I do not have a duplicate of it for you. I would like to

In reply to your letter of the 30th, of the D. Peck cards we have 
the three mentioned by Guttag and the copper nickel one is the reverse 
of #420 rather than #419. 


The shell cards were absolutely advertising. They were made of two 
thin sheets of metal stamped out, filled with cardboard or paper and the 
superfluous edge of one turned over so as to held the two sides together. 
The bulk of them had on one side the representation of the sliver dollar of 
the time or the head on the $20. gold piece. They were either silver or 
gold. Some, however, had one side of cardboard. I only included them in 
case you wanted eventually as complete a list as possible of Missouri items. 


4s a matter of fact I think very few of theses storecards were 
really used for money except those made of copper, possibly sometimes of 
brass, the size and shape of the current coins, except in recent years when 
it has been against the law to make a trade check or token in size or 
similitude to the governmental coin. In the past 50 years there have been 
vast quantities of store cards used for money, especially in the coal mining 
districts where the company stores have put out vast quantities of thése so 
as to keep as much trade as possible within their clutches, 


If you have a fairly early item in Missouri paper money, I will trade 
it for the half dime. 


4s for making rubbings, I use thin, amooth paper. The kind you use 
is all right. I wet it and press it on to the coin so as to make the relief 
a8 clear as possible. I then use powdered graphite or a lump of graphite, 
which is really better, rub my finger on it and gently rub this over the 
paper. The trick is not to use tw much so that it is black and smudgy.

Dear Mr. Woods 


I am sorry not to have been able to reply to your 
letter of December 4rd, at an earlier date. I am interested in 
obtaining your duplicate Nicholson half dime and am enclosing a 
rather unusual item of early Missouri paper money. It is a treasury 
bill of the County of St. Louis dated 1826. 


As you know the State of Missouri had no banks of issue 
after the Bank of Missouri and the Bank of St. Louis failed in 1821. 
No new bank had been organized and all paper money which was not specifi- 
cally authorized by the United States, a state or territory could not 
be circulated legally. A branch of the Bank of the United States was 
opened in 1827. 


I am informed that the treasury bills, of the type 
enclosed, were endorsed by the payees and circulated. Many of them 
are in simple denominations of fifty cents and one dollar, and the 
collapse of the land boom in this section made it quite advantageous 
for the local county governments in Missouri to keep these bills in 
circulation. They are issued under an act approved February Lb 2ees, 
by which act their form is prescribed for the treasuries of all the 
counties of the state. The City of St. Louis issued circulating notes 
after this type in 1842, 1861 and 1873,all of which are redeemable. 


I think you will find the enclosed note of interest for 
your collection.
